The figures were contained in 
a report based on treasury de- 
parement figures brought to the 
White House by Robert Horton, 
publicity director of the commis- 
sion.

and 1,887 other 
types, primarily training. 


For the navy on that late, Hor- 


ton said, contracts had been let 
for 2,831, including 1,221 combat 
and observation, and 1,610 other 
types mostly training. 


Horton explained these figures 


covered contracts outstanding for 
planes yet to be delivered. Dates 
of delivery for the planes were 
not dlsclosd.

cans were being compelled to help 
disseminate Nazi propaganda 
In 


this country through fear for their 
relatives abroad, announced today 
he would seek enactment of a law 
forbidding tho operation of any 
foreign-controlled organization in 
thc United States. 
Dies, chairman of a house com- 
mittee Investigating subversive ac- 
tivities, said he and his associates 
had obtained "definite evidence" 
he country was being flooded with 
Mazl propaganda sent free through 
he United States mails. 
(Under tho inernatlonal postal 


agreement, postage fees on mall 
from foreign countries are collect- 
ed by those countries. Similarly, 
fees on mall from 
the 
United 
States to foreign nations are col- 
.ected by this nation.) 


"The evidence shows," he said, 
that there is a definite program 
In this country; first, to prevent 
any adequate 
national 
defense; 


second, to prevent this country 
from assisting England, and third, 
the presence of foreign agents in 
key Industries In America places 
them In a strategic position for 
espionage and sabotage." 
Dies, who begins a series of pri- 
vate hearings in New York this 
afternoon, said he was convinced 
the axis powers had set up a cen- 
tral agency In Europe for distribu- 
tion of propaganda In this country. 
"Under existing postal 
regula- 
tions," he said, "the dissemination 
of this propaganda docs not cost 
Germany anything." 
The United States has' been di- 


vided into sections, ho said, and 
literature Is being mailed to per- 
sons on a master mailing list. 
Not all of tho recipients 
are 
sympathetic 
toward 
the 
Nazi- 
Fascist cause, ho said, but their 
names have been obtained from 
relatives In Europe, sometimes for- 
cibly, and they fear for the safety 
of these relatives If they do not co- 
operate. 
"I think these people are en- 


titled to have tho American gov- 
ernment make a protest to Italy 
and Germany against this form 
of blackmail," Dies said.

marks printed in the Con- 
gressional Record. They are 
perfectly safe. They may 
say anything they choose, 
no matter how strong, and 
yet they are exempt from 
the risks that the average 
citizen runs when he as- 
sumes the same privilege. 


It is not for us to judge, 


but it seems only fair that 
members of congress should 
have to abide by the same- 
rules and regulations, and 
be answerable to the same 
laws as a private citizen.

We should be ready 
to back this program with all the 
energy and resources at our com- 
mand. It is a problem which re- 
quires thought and organization. 
It is more immediate even than 
the military problem. The latter, 
If we cannot solve the former, 
may well be incapable of solu- 
tion.

First of all, the safest way to 


keep beans or peas which are to 
be used as seed is to 
shell 
or 


thresh them and treat them *ith 
carbon disulphide, then store them 
In half-gallon jars, gallon syrup 
buckets, or 25 pound lard cans. 
Carbon disulphide can be used in 
the following 
proportions; 
one- 


fourth teaspoonful per half-gallon 


jar; one-half teaspoonful 
for 
a 


gallon 
syrup bucket; 
five 
tea- 


spoonfuls for a 25-pound lard can; 
and one ounce for 
a 
BO-gallon 


drum. 


The 
peas or beans should be 


placed in a jar, bucket, or can. 
Then a small saucer or jar top 
containing tne carbon disulphldo 
solution should be placed on top 
of the peas before the lid is placed 
on the container. After 36 hours, 
the lid and the carbon disulphide 
should be removed and the peas 
spread out on a tablu top or on 
the floor until there is no trace 
of thn fumes. The

Bombs over Europe help shat- 


ter America's cotton export mar- 
ket, but a cotton stamp plan op- 
erating along the general lines of 
the food stamp plan will contrib- 
ute to the restoration of a bal- 
anced cotton economy for the na- 
tion. 
The cotton stamp plan Is a de- 


vice 
enabling 
welfare 
clients, 


WPA employes and others of the 
country's poor to 
double 
their 


purchases of cotton goods, there- 
by reducing the American surplus 
that normally must be marketed 
abroad. 


In less than six months, Mem- 


phis, 
Tenn., 
Springfield, 
Mass,, 


Minneapolis nnd St. Paul 
have 


adopted the plan. Los Angeles is 
working on it. 
Texas as yet has not partici- 


pated. But James S. Allen of Dal- 
las, regional supervisor of 
the 


federal surplus marketing admin- 
istration and organizer of the first 
unit at Memphis, believes Texas 
will have several cotton 
stamp 


areas within a year. 


Closely paralleling the new food 


stamp plan now 
operating 
in 


eight Texas areas, the cotton plan 
is based on issuance 
of 
bonus 


stamps to low-income folk, 


Get Twice As Much 


Principal 
difference 
between 


the two plans is that persons who 
receive cotton stamps get twice 
as much bonus. For each actual 
dollar the 
food 
stamp 
client 


spends, he receives 50 cents worth 
of free bonus stamps. For each 
cotton stamp dollar, the client re- 
ceives a full dollar in free bonus 
stamps. 


Cotton stamps are green. Cotton 


bonus stamps are 
brown. Each 


color is good at face value for 
purchase of specified cotton goods 
in any participating retail store 
or mail order house. 


Any person receiving public as- 


sistance 
can 
purchase 
cotton 


stamps. 


Cotton stamps of 
either 
color 


may be used to purchase any pro- 
duct completely manufactured or 
processed from domestic cotton in 
the United States or its posses- 
sions. Under the food stamp plan 
only certain government-specified 
surplus foods are obtainable for 
stamps. 


As under the food plan, the mer- 


chant sends his accepted stamps 
to his bank, which sends them 
to a government depository and 
receives in turn a check for the 
f.lll amount. 


Bound By Restrictions 


The merchant is bound by re- 


strictions, 
violation 
of 
which 


brings 
penalties ranging to 
10 
years in prison and $10,000 fine. 


He must sell only certified eli- 


gible goods to 
certified 
eligible 


customers. Stamps are not good 
for payment of old accounts. .They 
may be used as down payment on 
goods delivered immediately but 
not for future payments nor as 
payments on a lay-away basis. 


The merchant cannot give cash 


for stamps. If he owes change for 
stamps, he must give credit slips. 
The same applies to refunds on 
returned articles. 
'As under the food stamp plan, 


cotton stamps are a means of re- 
turning business to regular retail 
trade 
channels. 
The 
merchant 


Bells stamp goods as a part of his 
regular 
merchandising, In push- 


ing his sales to stamp customers, 
the government also expects an 
additional increase in sales to reg- 
ular customers. 


The government financei stamp 


redemption by diverting portions 
of appropriations previously spent 
in purchasing surplus supplies for 
direct distribution to relief clients. 
The 
ultimate objective 
of 
the 


stamp plan Is to increase trade 
sufficiently to warrant the gov- 
ernment's retirement practically 
all together from 
surplus 
pur- 


chasing. 
Fifteen Cents to Farmer 


Whether the cotton plan is strid- 


ing In this direction is too early 
to determine fully. 


The department of agriculture 


figures that somewhere around 18 
cents of the 
consumer's 
stamp 


dollar gets back* to the 
cotton 


farmer. Most of 
85 cents employs 
portation systems, 
garment factories, 
and retail outlets. 


"Our early statistics," Adminis- 


trator Allen says, "also Indicate 
increasing sales in stamp areas, 
better clothed low-income families, 
and clients and merchants that 
are pleased." 


Texas cities or counties wishing 


to adopt cotton stamps follov ap- 
proximately the same procedure 
required by the food plan: Appli- 
cation, regional approval, national 
designation with actual operation 
about 30 days later. 


Prior to the first world 
war, 


cotton farmers got about three 
per cent of the national income. 
Recently, even with benefit pay- 
ments added, they have obtained 
about one and a half per 
cent. 


Over-production in rural areas in 
the cotton south la more critical 
than in any other farming section. 
More than a million 
additional 


persons live there than before the 
first v.orld war. 


They have low Incomes largely 


because cotton prices 
are 
low. 


Cotton prices are low because of 
a huge surplu?. 


What 
helps cotton, helps the 


cotton south—Including Texas. 


A year ago, the government be- 


gan an export cotton subsidy pro- 
gram. It cost more than 40 mil- 
lion dollars. Loan stocks were re- 
duced, exports practically doubled, 
domestic prices raised and 
do- 


mestic purchasing power thereby 
boosted. 
But 
war 
In 
Europe 


threatens to blight the budding 
program. 


This year the nation 
faces 
a 


stricken export market with 
a 


domestic consumption of only 7,- 
500,000 bales. That'leaves approx- 
imately 4,500,000 bales aside from 
government surplus Htores to bo 
exported, consumed at home, or 
put back for an increasingly dis- 
tant rainy day.
